‘Ridiculous’ for Some in 
County to Have to Go 


to 4 Places to Vote on| 
Mat. 


Various Issues, 
thews Says. 


State eiection laws under 
which some voters in St. Louis 
county and other parts of Mis- 
souri were forced to go to as 
many as four separate polling 
places to vote in last Tuesday's 
local and special elections were 
criticized sharply today by Su- 
pervisor Luman F. Matthews 
and two county election officials. 

They urged immediate revis- 
ion of state election statutes to 
enable voters in each precinct 
in the state to vote at one poll- 
ing place in all elections held 
the same day. 

“The present situation bor- 
ders on the ridiculous and makes 
democracy diificult,”’ Matthews 
avscrted. Similar views were ex- 
pressed by John J. Cole, chair- 
man of the county board of elec- 
tion commissioners, and board 
member Carl V. Eimbeck. 

Reason for Inconvenience. 

Special inconvenience re- 
sulted for many voters last Tues- 
day because a state election on 
a proposed _ constitutional 
amendment came on the same 
day as the municipal, school, 
fire and sewer district elections 
regularly held on the first Tues- 
day in April. 

In the county and many other 
areas of the state, manv of 
these districts established sepa- 
rate polling places, forcing vot- 
ers to make several trips to cast 
their ballots. In St. Louis, on 
the other hand, one polling 
place in each precinct handled 
state. city and school elections. 

“There should be a revision 
of state taws to make it man- 
datory that all voting districts 
with common boundaries vote 
in the same polling places,” 
Matthews said. “In some in- 
stances it might not be easy 
for the election officials, but 
it would bring out the vote.’ 

He expressed the feeling that 
inconvenience in voting con- 
tributes to voter apathy on elec- 
tion days. 

Cole on ‘Little Kingdoms.’ 

Cole attacked local govern- 
mental units as “little kingdoms 
to themselves” in the conduct 
of elections. He said there is 
no need for more than one 
polling place in a precinct, no 
matter how many elections are 
held on the same day. 

He declared: “The difficulty 
is there is no uniformity in our 
election laws. Furthermore, the 
election board is without au- 
thority over municipal, school, 
sev er and fire district elections. 

“The entire election pro- 
cedure is one of the worst, dis- 
organized messes in Missouri. 
It represents one of the most 
pressing needs for revision and 
codification in all Missouri 
law.” 

Cole agreed with Matthews 
that voters who must go to 
more than one polling place on 
election day often become dis- 
couraged and do not vote. 

Eimbeck pointed out that the 
election board has attempted to 
obtain consolid«tion of local and 
state polling places on a volun- 
tary basis. 

“Be’ore Tuesday's elections,” 
he said, “‘we wrote to all mv- 
nicipalities in the county offer- 
ing to share election costs if 
they would use the same poll- 
ing places we had established 
for the vote on the constitu- 
tional amendment.” 

Only 20 of 86 Accept. 

However, only 20 of the 8€ 
county municipalities that held 
elections combined all of their 
polling places with those of the 
county board. Four other com- 
munities consolidated some 
polls.

Two brothers were rescued 
from a tree on flooded ground 
after their canoe had been 
swamped in the swirling waters 
of the Meramec river today.

The boys, Chester Manley, 16 
years old, and Ottis, 11, sons 
of Mr. and Mrs. Calvin Manley, 
who live in Peerless Park, off 
Larkin-Williams road, were 
taken from the tree by Albert 
F. Tacke, 610 Meramec Station 
road, and George Taylor, 16 
Arnold Grove, both Valley Park 

Valley Park Police Chief 
Louis Brown discovered the 
Manley brothers and heard their 
calls for help when he went to 
the river to record its water 
level. After spotting them in 
tne tree, he turned on the siren 
of his scout car to attract the 
attention of Tacke and Taylor, 
who were testing a 20-foot cabin 
cruiser on the river nearby. 

While the boys were being 
taken home, they told Brown 
their canoe had been swamped 
and they swam to the tree to 
keep from being carried down- 
stream.

Most of the 103 salary in- 
crease bills pending before the 
General Assembly are likely to 
be killed or permitted to die 
this session, as a result of the 
defeat of the legislative pay 
increase proposal: by Missouri 

voters last Tuesday. 

However, some urgentiy- 
needed salary increase meas- 
ures, including the bill to give 
St. Louis police a 31,364,000- 
a-year boost in pay, are ex- 


' pected to be passed eventually, 


after legislative pique, disap- 
pointment and tempers cool off. 
Based on talk in Capitol cor- 


ridors, a majority of the bills 
to increase the pay of state, 
county and city officials and 


their employes, and measures to 
hike the pay of cifcuit judges 
and court officials, are in seri- 
ous trouble. Many are likely 
to be junked entirely unless 
here is'a sharp change in the 
attitude of the lawmakers be- 
fore this session ends May 31. 
St. Louis Pay Bills. 
The ax even may fall on some 
of the pay boost bills for Demo- 


cratic political officeholders in 
St. Louis, a number of whom, 
legislators reported, had as- 


sured them the city would roll 
up a fat majority for the legis- 
lative salary hike 

The legislative proposal car- 
ried St. Louis in the Tuesday 
election by almost 12,000 votes, 
but this was considerably short 
of the 35,000 to 50,000 city ma- 
jority reportedly promised. Leg- 
islators were not too impressed 
by the actual size of the St 
majority, and if any of 
the St. Louis politici:ns are 
their 
additional compensation is 
likely to be sliced to a more 
modest figure. 

It was reported that some of 
he St. Louis salary bills, and 
a number of other pay propo- 
sals, had been intentionally 
held up in the House before the 
election, as a means of induc- 
ing the wouldbe beneficiaries 
of tise bills to work for the 
legislators pay increase. 

Many of the St. Louis pay in- 
crease measures were reported 
out of committees a month or 
so ago, but had never been 
called up for passage in the 
House. In a number of in- 
stances, the bills were taken 
off the calendar and immediate- 
ly placed back on the House in- 
formal calendar as many as 
three times, a device to keep 
the bills alive without acting 
on them.

Addressing the centennial 
dinner of the National Educa- 
tion Association, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er said the nations schools were 
more important than batteries 
of Nike anti-aircraft rockets 
and ‘“‘more powerful even than 
the energy of the atom.” 

Because the country’s school- 
building ‘program has “suffered 
three grievous setbacks in this 
generation, he said, “our edu- 
cational plant is not ample to 
cope with the enormous: burden 
of present and future enroll- 
ments. 

“Therefore, it is my firm be- 
lief that there should he fed- 
eral help to provide stimulus 
to correct an emergency situa- 
tion.” 

Temporary Assistance. 

At the same time, he 
peated his oft-expressed view 
that federal assistance for 
school construction should be 
temporary and “should not im- 
ply a permanent acceptance of 
responsibility in this field by 
the Federal Government.” 

He again urged siates, com- 
munities and individuals to as- 
sume the major role in getting 
| the needed new classrooms built 
| and in supporting the efforts of 
the nation’s teachers in “one of 
the most necessary and exacting 
jobs in the land.” 

Although several congression- 
al advocates of federal school 
aid have said it will take a 
strong, direct effort by the 
President to get a bill through 
at this session, Mr. Eisenhower's 
remarks were phrased in mild. 
restrained language. 

He did not mention specific- 
ally the administration proposal 
that Congress authorize $1,300.- 
000,000 over the next four years 
in grants to the states for schoo] 
construction 

5-Year Program Favored. 

Nor did he comment on the 
action of a House Education 
subcommittee which recom- | 
mended yesterday a five-year, 
two-billion-dollar program of 
federal grants in aid. 

By a 6 to 1 vote, the sub- 
committee sent the proposal to 
the full House Education and 
Labor committee. The recom- 
mended program was a compro- 
mise between the administration 
plan and a Democratic proposal 
calling for six years of granis 
totaling $3,600,000,000 

Under the compromise schoo] 
aid bill, Missouri would re- 
ceive $7,363,000 or $8.70 for 
each school age child, and IIli- 
nois would receive $16,414,000 


re- 


or $8.79 for each school age 
child. 

Mr. Eisenhower's statement 
that Federal assistance for 
school construction will not 


mean Federal control apparent- 
ly was an answer to the conten- 
tion of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 
which has been leading the fight 
against Federal school aid 

In a recent press announce- 
ment, the national chamber said 
Federal funds for classroom 
construction “inevitably would 
lead to Federal control of 
schools.” 

Local Control. 


“After these new schools are 
built, after the bricks are laid 
and the mortar is dry, the Fed- 


eral mission will be completed,” 
Mr. Eisenhower declared. “All 
control and use of the schools 
will be in the hand of the states 
and localities.” 

Mr. Eisenhower took a less 
severe approach than his Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Marion B. Folsom, who 
last month accused the chamber 
of making “seriously misleading 
and inaccurate statements.” 

The President devoted much 
of his speech before the organi- 
zation of educators to a gen- 
eral discussion of the role of 
American education 

He invoked the 
Abraham Lincoln 20 times in 
the 15-minute speech, saying 
that the first Republican Presi- 
dent placed great emphasis on 
the need for education for all

LONDON, April 5 ‘AP)—The 
Russians, continuing their warn- 
ings to America’s NATO allies, 
have threatened devastating re- 
taliation for any nuclear attacks 
from bases in Britain, The 
Netherlands, and West Ger-

self-discipline.” 

The President's statement 
that federal school aid should 
be temporary in nature was in 
line with the sentiments he 
expressed at his press confer- 
ence Wednesday, when he said 
he favored only a. four-year 
federal program.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP) 
—Benjamin F. Fairless today 
attributed growing opposition to 
foreign aid spending to “mis- 
understanding” on the part of 
many Americans of the contri- 
bution the program makes to 
United States security 

“Once the people get the facts 
and know what this is all about.” 
Vairless told a special Senate 
committee studying the foreign 
aid program, “they are for it.” 

Fairless, former chairman of 
the board of United States Steel. 
testified as co-ordinator of the 
President’s citizens advisers on 
the mutual security program. 
He based his conclusions on a 
world-wide survey of the effects 
of the program. 

Tax Reduction Suggestion. 

He and a subsequent witness. 
J. Peter Grace, president of 
W. R. Grace & Co, told the 
committee the government 
should stimulate private invest- 
ment abroad through reduced 
taxation on forcign business in- 
come. 

Grace urged this government 
to maintain an “intelligent and 
vigorous” program of technical 
assistance, sound development 
loans and encouragement of 
United States private invest- 
ments in Latin America. 

“It is my considered belief 
that in the immediately fore- 
seeable future Latin America 
will come into being as a strone 
economic force in the world,” 
Grace declared. 

“The help we give Latin 
America today through techni 
cal assistance, loans and pri- 
vate investments will certain’ 
pay us attractive dividends in 
the future.” 

No ‘Hand-Outs’ Wanted. 

Grace’s company has large 
chemical, industrial and trans- 
portation interests and a cen- 
tury-long experience in Latin 
America. 


He said Latin Americans are | 


not looking for “hand-outs” or 
*“give-a-wavs.”’ 

As a tax incentive, he rec- 
ommended that the United 
States grant rapid amortization 
of new United States industries 
established in Latin America, 
under tax treaties between the 
United States and the republics 
to the south. 

“This would stimulate new 
investment,” he maintained. 
“but sti!l would represent no 
more than a temporary post- 
ponement of revenue to the 
treasuries of the United States 
and the foreign government.”

Required of Egypt 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Within the last few months the 
United Nations has passed through 
great trials. Fighting in the Middle 
East has been stopped, but peace 
still hangs in balance. 

The United States moved vigorous- 
ly and promptly in the United Na- 
tions to protect Egypt from bellig- 
erent action taken by Britain, France 
and Israel. The executive commit- 
tee of the American Association for 
the United Nations believes our gov- 
ernment must now act with equal 
vigor to protect Britain, France, Is- 
rael and other states from Egyptian 
belligerency and lawlessness. 

The United Nations, with the 
assistance of the United States, per- 
suaded Israel to withdraw from the 
last remaining occupied territory on 
the basis of certain assumptions. 
The United States, therefore, has a 
particular responsibility to see that 
these assumptions are not inval- 
idated. 

It is imperative, we believe, that 
the United Nations insist that Egypt, 
no less than Israel, fulfill its obliga- 
tion to live at peace with its neigh- 
bors, observe its international ob- 
ligations, and settle its disputes by 
peaceful means. Among the steps 
immediately required of Egypt are: 

1. Recognition and observance of 
the rights of all nations, including 
Israel, of access to and passage 
through the Suez Canal and the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

2. Effective arrangements for the 
administration of the Suez Canal 
to guarantee its operation on the 
basis of the six «principles which 
were unanimously agreed to by the 
Security Council on Oct. 13, 1956, 
and accepted by Egypt. 

3. Effective safeguards, under 
United Nations supervision, to en- 
sure that the Gaza strip and other 
areas along the armistice line will 
not be used as a base for armed at- 
tacks or fedayeen raids against Is- 
rael. 

The law of the Charter, which re- 
quires all member states to refrain 
from the use or threat of force and 
to settle their disputes by peaceful 
means, must be applied equally and 
without discrimination to all nations.

To Help Our Children 


There is new and encouraging activity in be- 
half of federal help for the nation’s inadequate 
public school system, in both the Executive and 
Legislative branches of the Government, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has spoken out strongly for a 
school construction program. In the House an 
education subcommittee has recommended a 
five-year, two-billion-dollar program te the full 
committee for action. 

The occasion of the President's plea, pitched 
largely in terms of survival in the Atomic Age, 
was most appropriate. Speaking at the centen- 
nial dinner of the National Education Associa- 
tion, he said: 


Our schools are strong points in our na- 
tional defense. Our schools are more im- 
portant than our Nike batteries, more 
necessary than our radar warning units and 
more powerful even than the energy of the 
atom. This is true, if for no other reason 
than that modern weapons must be manned 
by highly educated personnel. 


Only a short time before the President made 
this appeal, stressing the point that federal 
school construction did not mean federal con- 
trol of education, a House subcommittee voted 
6-to-1 in favor of a compromise bill that would 
come close to splitting the difference between 
the White House proposal ($325,000,000 an- 
nually for four years) and the Democratic plan 
($600,000,000 annually for six years). The 
compromise recommended is for $400,000,000 
annually for five years. 

These are small amounts compared with some 
other budget items, yet few expenditures are so 
fully justified. For many of our children stand 
to be cheated out of part of their rightful 
educational heritage if school construction leg- 
islation does not pass. 

It has been evident for a long time that local 
school districts and their state governments— 
with a few exceptions—do not have the re- 
sources to make up even the physical inadequacy 
into which our public school system has de- 
clined. Federal help in the construction of 
needed school buildings is obviously necessary. 
Yet nothing has been done. 

The chief obstacle is the irrelevant fear that 
federal aid would advance desegregation in 
the South. Pending school aid legislation re- 
nounces federal interference in school policies. 
When the Powell amendment comes to issue, 
it should be defeated and the question of racial 
integration in schools left to the courts where 
the Supreme Court has placed it. 

The question now is whether the Presi- 
dent’s support is less effective than the oppo- 
sition of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. The Chamber’s stand is Pmazing since 
many of its member-firms are clamoring for more 
and better-trained engineers, technicians and 
managers. How can these be forthcoming if 
our educational system is starved at the primary 
and secondary level? Colleges cannot be ex- 
pected to work miracles with students who come 
to them inadequately prepared. 

Serious second thoughts are in order. If we 
cheat our children, we undermine the future 
strength of the nation.

Undoubtedly Great 
Britain has now launched itself upon what a 
government white paper describes as “the big- 
gest change in military policy ever made in 
normal times.” 

The draft is to be abolished by 1960, the 
armed services are to be cut from 690,000 men 
down to 375,000 within five years, the Navy is 
to scrap its battleships and the Royal Air Force 
is to cease development of supersonic bombers 
and fighters. Troops are to be pulled out com- 
pletely from Korea and Libya and partially from 
Germany and other scattered places. 


Economy, is the big factor. The 1957-58 de- 
fense budget of $4,760,000,000 will be reduced 
by $785,000,000. Highest priority is to be given 
to the development of nuclear weapons and 
guided missiles. These weapons are more costly 
than those of conventional warfare, but they 
take far fewer men to man them. And aid 
already promised by the United States, both in 
guided missiles and in research and develop- 
ment, will lighten the burden. : 


On the strength of this white paper, Britain 
is depending even more on guided missiles and 
other weapons than the United States is known 
to be. Britain is dropping the supersonic plane 
whereas the United States has nearly perfected 
a supersonic bomber. Has some breakthrough 
been achieved that has hastened the day when 
the missile supersedes the plane? 


The announced changes in Britain's “thin red 
line tipped with steel” indicate that war, if it 
should come, would indeed be ghastly to con- 
template. The diplomats of all the nations now 
striving for a more peaceful world should em- 
phasize this at every opportunity. 
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Two Bumps for the Big Trucks 

The trucking lobby is not finding it easy to 
get bigger trucks on Missouri highways. Its 
State bill for longer, heavier and higher trucks 
has been advanced another step by the State 
Senate Roads and Highways committee but it 
has also been considerably revised. In the re- 
visions are two bumps for the big trucks. 


The bill was recommended for passage but 
sections calling for a two-ton weight increase 
and for a foot increase in height were rejected. 
So the only increase in measurements will be 
an additional five feet in length, thus allowing 
50-foot tractor-trailer trucks to operate if the 
Legislature passes the bill. : 

It remains to be’ seen what effect the disclos- 
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ing of the suppressed State Highway Commis- 
sion report will have on the final vote. This 
report stated that in 1953 the 14,059 big trucks 
licensed to carry heavy loads paid $4,056,910 
less than their computed share of highway costs. 
It also said that the small truck and passenger 
car classes each paid over $2,250,000 more than 
their shares. The legislators, as well as the 
people, probably would be more willing to see 
the big truck operators get what they want if 
they were paying their fair share of road costs. 
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They Thought of That in 1888 


Egypt’s latest rationalization of its refusal to 
permit Israeli shipping to enter the Suez canal 
would be funny if it were not so transparently 
fraudulent. “Official sources” declare, presum- 
ably with a straight face, that it is not a case of 
the canal authority refusing transit to Israeli 
ships, but rather of the Egyptian government 
refusing to permit Israeli ships to enter Egyptian 
waters at each end of the canal. 

Israel, in other words, is free to use the canal 
if she can get to it, but Egypt will see that she 
does not get to it. 

In Cairo this may seem like a fiendishly 
clever way of barring Israel while pretending to 
maintain a free canal. But the framers of the 
Constantinople Convention of 1888, which Egypt 
keeps promising to obey in letter and spirit, an- 
ticipated just such an effort to evade the Con- 
vention’s guarantees of free passage. In addi- 
tion to providing that “the canal shall never be 
subjected to the exercise of the right of block- 
ade,” the Convention guaranteed that: 


no. right of war, no act of hostility, nor any 
act having for its object to obstruct the 
free navigation of the canal shall be com- 
mitted in the Canal and its ports of access, 
as well as within a radius of three marine 
miles from those ports. . 


If Egypt really means to respect the conven- 
tion, as President Nasser said in presenting his 
plan for canal operation, she will permit Israeli 
and any other ships free access to the canal. If 
Egypt really means to “abide by the Charter 
and principles and purposes of the United Na- 
tions” in operating the canal, as Nasser also 
said in his memorandum, she will open the 
canal to Israel. If Egypt means to abide by the 
six principles for a canal settlement which she 
accepted in the Security Council last October, 
one of which provided that the canal be “insu- 
lated from the politics of any country,” she will 
admit Israeli shipping. 

So as the canal dispute approaches a crisis, a 
test of Nasser’s ability to keep, not only old 
promises, but fresh and current ones, is in the 
making. And not only Nasser is being tested. 
The United Nations and the United States are 
also on trial. Will they bring as much pressure 
upon Egypt to respect international commit- 
ments as they brought upon Israel, Britain and 
France? Much hangs on the answer. 
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An Apology to Canada 

It is impossible for most Americans to know 
whether Herbert Norman, the Canadian ambas- 
sador to Egypt, was ever a Communist, or just 
why ‘he ended his life in Cairo. But every 
American with an ounce of decency can and 
should be ashamed of the role in Mr. Norman’s 
affairs played by the Senate Internal Security 
Committee, by its chairman, Senator Eastland 
of Mississippi, by its senior minority member, 
Senator William E. Jenner of Indiana, and by 
its counsel, Robert Morris. 

These Americans were responsible for the 
publication a month ago of old and publicly un- 
substantiated charges that Mr. Norman had at 
one time in the past been a Communist. Can- 
ada’s Foreign Secretary Lester B. Pearson says 
the charges were disposed of years ago and 
that the Washington revival of them contributed 
to the nervous collapse which led to Mr. Nor- 
man’s suicide. The leader of Canada’s Conser- 
vative party bluntly blames his death on 
“witch-hunting” in Washington. 

Mr. Morris says the Internal Security Com- 
mittee was only doing its “duty,” but he is talk- 
ing callous nonsense. No senatorial committee 
or its counsel has a “duty” to spread unsubstan- 
tiated accusations on the record. And certainly 
none has a duty to impugn the loyalty of for- 
eign diplomats to foreign governments. 

If real evidence about Mr. Norman had come 
into the committee’s hands, the committee could 
have transmitted it privately to the Canadian 
government and to American security officials 
dealing with foreign diplomats. There was no 
occasion whatever to spread on the public rec- 
ord a smear which has now led to a respected 
Canadian’s death. 

Do the professional Red investigators, in their 
lust for pyblic attention, recognize no bounds 
whatever to their conduct? 
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Acres of Trees 

Missouri stands near the edge of the Great 
Plains, a geographical position that has given 
us a dramatic object lesson in the value 
of trees. It should therefore come to Mis- 
sourians with special force that the United 
States Department of Agriculture estimates 
220,000 acres in this State should be taken out 
of cultivation and planted to trees. Our co- 
operation with nature in this respect will make 
Missouri more beautiful, preserve the soil, help 
maintain groundwater supplies against drouth. 
And while the words of Joyce Kilmer’s poem 
remain as true as ever, the help of man is 
needed to plant trees. 
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Too Much to Swallow 

We have just read a Dominican Government 
explanation of the Galindez case which differs 
from any other explanation, but rivals a plot 
by Mickey Spillane. 

Dr. Jesus Galindez, it will be remembered, 
disappeared without trace from New York 
City after completing a book blistering the 
Trujillo dictatorship. Months later Life maga- 
zine published an intensive report indicating 
that Galindez might have been kidnaped and 
flown to the Dominican Republic in a plane 
piloted by a young American, Gerald Murphy, 
who also vanished. 

In time the State Department was led to 
question the logic of the Dominican report that 
Murphy had been killed in a fight with a Do- 
minican who later killed himself. The deaths 
and disappearances seemed unusually conven- 
ient. But now the Dominican Secretary of State 
without portfolio, Manuel de Moya Alonzo, re- 
peats that the Galindez case was all a Commu- 
nist plot. Do we wonder why Communists would 
kill a man whom the Trujillos claim was a Com- 
munist? This plot, says Senor de Moya, was 
“deliberately calculated to coincide with the 
completion of his book” so as to advance its 
Sales and further the Communist cause. 

Furthermore, says the Dominican Secretary, 
that “fighter for freedom,” Generalissimo Tru- 
jillo, is on guard. He has informed the United 
States of how Communism “is penetrating the 
United States itself.” And thank you, General- 
issimo. When we North Americans want to 
look for a finely-spun whodunit, we will know 
where to find it.

Europe’s March Toward Unity

Six nations have signed two treaties as a step toward a United 
of States of EGrope; one involves a kind of customs union and the 
other an atomic energy power pool; but editorial says signifi- 
cance is that these agencies rise above national sovereignties.

A new milestone in the history of 
Europe and the world was passed 
when representatives of six European 
nations assembled on Capitol Hill in a 
festive Rome and signed two treaties 
for the economic and atomic integra- 
tion of their countries under supra- 
national authorities as a step toward 
a United States of Europe. 


The road to that goal, even to full 
implementation of the new treaties, is 
still long and rocky. It calls for dif- 
ficult readjustments in the national 
sovereignties and economies of proud 
and ancient states with differing pop- 
ulations, traditions and languages. 


But behind this enterprise is a stead- 
ily growing wish for European unifica- 
tion as the only possible means of re- 
storing Europe to a position of power 
y po will enable it to survive in free- 

om. 


The purpose of the new treaties is to 
create a new economic giant based on 
a tariffless common mass market, com- 
prising 160,000,000 people, which would 
permit mass production on the Amer- 
ican scale powered by increasing. use 
of atomic energy. To this end one of 
the treaties creates a European Eco- 
nomic Community amounting to a cus- 
toms union between France, Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg, but open to other na- 
tions. 


This community, whose trade with 
the outside world equals that of the 
United States and whose steel produc- 
tion exceeds that of Soviet Russia, will 
undertake to abolish within its area 
in a step-by-step process to be com- 
pleted within twelve to fifteen years 
all tariffs and other trade barriers and 
to establish a common tariff toward 
the outside world, 


It will likewise undertake to estab- 
lish free competition, free movement 
of persons, goods and capital within 
the community and a common invest- 
ment bank with a capital of one billion 
dollars to promote industrial modern- 
ization and economic expansion in or- 
der to raise production, wages and liv- 
ing standards. 

To the same end the second treaty 
creates a European Community of 
Atomic Energy, comprising the same 
countries, which will pool their re- 
sources to develop atomic power under 
a common agency to supply the ex- 
panding economy of the community 
and make it less dependent on Middle 
Eastern oil. The significance of these 


two communities goes far beyond their 
economic aspect. For, like the highly 
successful European Coal and Steel 
Community, they are to be run by 
supranational and pre-federal authori- 
ties that mark the beginnings of a Euro- 
pean federal government. 


These authorities comprise a Euro- 
pean Parliament, first to be chosen 
from the national parliaments but later 
by popular vote; a Council of Ministers 
representing the member states; a 
Court of Justice to settle disputes, and 
various executive commissions, agen- 
cies and other bodies. Their existence 
makes a drive toward political unifica- 
tion virtually inevitable. 


Side by side with these two projects, 
but on a purely economic level, nego- 
tiations are under way to create an 
even wider free-trade area that would 
include all seventeen members of the 
Organization for European Economic 
Cooperation comprising some 300,000,- 
000 people including Britain. The free- 
trade area would likewise abolish tar- 
iffs between its members, but would 
permit each member to maintain its 
own tariff toward the outside world, 
which in turn would permit Britain to 
retain its imperial preference system. 

Differences have arisen on that score 
because France wishes to “associate” 
with the economic community the over- 
seas territories of its members in a 
future “Eurafrican” community which 
might impair the trade of Britain’s 
overseas territories. But inasmuch as 
Prime Minister Macmillan and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower indorsed at Bermuda 
both the European Economic Commun- 
ity and the free-trade area it may be 
assumed that these differences will be 
ironed out. 


All these projects are born of the 
realization that the European national 
states have become historic anachron- 
isms which are no longer able to stand 
alone and must therefore unite or per- 
ish. Once established, the new com- 
munities should become not only pow- 
erful factors in themselves but also 
mighty magnets for the subjugated na- 
tions of Eastern Europe. That is why 
the Soviets strenuously object to all 
European unification movements. 


But under the protective umbrella of 
the North Atlantic alliance free Europe 
is able to brush aside the Soviet objec- 
tions and embark on a course that 
should lead to a brighter future. In 
that effort it is assured of the sympathy 
and the support of the United States. 


How Michigan Tried Censorship

While the Michigan Legislature 
mulls over revising the state’s 118- 
year-old obscenity statute following a 
Supreme Court decision declaring it 
unconstitutional, anti- book-banning 
forces enjoy a temporary victory. 


The Detroit Police Censor Bureau, 
now thwarted in its attempts to enforce 
the “written law,” has taken recourse 
to the common law to “protect the 
people against obscene literature.” But 
will this stand up in court? The stat- 
ute itself was ruled illegal in accord- 
ance with the Fourteenth Amendment 
because it lacked “due process.” Will 
the common law cover this aspect of 
“trying” a book? 

Whatever statute the Legislature 
adopts, it will have to prove highly 
restrictive to match the antiquated 
statute which gave the Detroit Police 
Censor Bureau the power to ban nearly 
300 books during the period from Jan- 
uary 1950, to March 1955. 


Many books, such as John O’Hare’s 
“Ten North Frederick,” have been 
banned during the two years since the 
list was made up. In fact, it was 
O’Hara’s novel that brought about a 
realignment of forces, pro and con, on 
the banning of books. “Ten North 


Frederick” was tabbed the best Amer- 
ican novel of 1955 and was a best 
seller for 32 weeks, with more than 
100,000 copies sold during the period. 

Then the paperback (50-cent) edition 
was. banned last fall in Detroit. An 
incensed O’Hara, who already had had 
one book banned in Detroit, attacked 
the Detroit police, saying the real pur- 
pose of the “browsing squad” was all- 
out police censorship. 

Police Commissioner Piggins, upon 
hearing of the controversy, banned the 
Random House ($3.50) hard-cover edi- 
tion, and suggested the removal of the 
book from Detroit's libraries. 


The pro and con forces then had a 
field day, and many cities in Michigan 
followed Detroit’s example in crusading 
against “obscene” literature. Without 
a statute to baek them, it will be in- 
teresting to see what procedure will be 
utilized by the forces of censorship.

Between Book Ends 


Conflagration in Varenna 


CHALLENGE TO VENUS, by Charles 
Morgan. (Macmillan, 306 pgs., $3.50.) 


Charles Morgan’s latest novel is set 
in the provincial Jtalian city of Va- 
renna. Its principal characters are 
Fiamma (“Flame”), the beautiful Prin- 
cipessa degli Alerani, born Aghinolfi: 
and Martin “Fiery” Lyghe, a young 
English civil servant spending a three 
weeks vacation in Varenna before re- 
turning to his job in Aden. 

What happens when a flame meets a 
fiery substance? You guessed it: .a 
conflagration results. But this one 
blazes for only a single night and 
then, after flickering indecisively for a 
couple of days, dies out. Why? Because 
Fiammetta belongs 
to the Aghinolfi 
family, once rulers 
of Varenna, ‘the 
oldest trades union 
in the world ...a 
closed shop... 
they let no one in 
and they’ them- 
selves can’t get 
out.” “Fiery,” ‘too, 
it seems, belongs to 
another kind of 
closed shop, “the 
small professional 
class ... restricted 
in theig behavior,” 
shut in their class. 

So she renounces her brief decision 
to run off with her lover to Aden and 
remains in the bosom of her run-down 
provincial family, while he goes back 
alone to the “small, bridge-playing co- 
lonialism of Aden.” 

This threadbare and outmoded theme 
—one reads every day about movie 
actors and even G.I.s marrying prin- 
cipessas orf marchesas or what-have- 
yous—is worked over on every page 
with a heavy hand, unrélieved by a 
single strand of humor or wit. Nor is 
the reader offered any diversion by 
the secondary theme which serves as 
background and gives the book its title. 

Fiamma, a conventional, observing 
Catholic, is deeply aware of her earlier 
pagan origins. Her beauty is so ex- 
treme and her recognition of it so 
assured that she has always identified 
herself with Botticelli’s Venus, even to 
the extent of making a detailed com- 
parison of her own equipment with 
that of the goddess in the painting. 

Although she generously gives Venus 
points in every department except feet 
(“Botticelli was often in trouble with 
his drawing of feet”) nevertheless the 
goddess is outraged by what she con- 
siders Fiammetta’s excessive pride— 
the author uses the Greek word hubris 
for it—and punishes her by breaking 
up the romance. 

Back in 1932 Charles Morgan wrote 
a dull, lifeless novel called “The Foun- 
tain.” Now 25 years and 15 books later 
he has done it again.

Secret or Masked. 


The subject of foreign aid {s 
extremely complicated, and 
many of the important facts are 
either secret and unavailable or 
they are masked to affect opin- 
ion abroad or opinion in Con- 
gress. Sometimes, for example, 
in order to make a better im- 
pression abroad, what is really 
military aid is presented as 
civilian aid. 

At other times, in order to 
{mpress Congress, what is pre- 
dominantly civilian aid will be 
presented as military aid. All 
in all, 
the American people do not 
feel happy about an expensive 
program which is so hard to 
understand. 

In this atmosphere there has 
grown up a general popular 
misapprehension about the 
whole subject. It is that the 
Government is taking every 
vear something like four billion 
dollars out of the American na- 
tional income, at the expense of 
the American standard of life 
and is giving away money 
to raise the standard of life of 
| sorts of people ail over the

globe. 


Cost of Alliances. 


The truth is that virtually all 
the money is spent to support 
and to hold together the great 
military coalition, of which the 
United States is the head, that 
surrounds the Soviet Union and 
Red China. What we call for- 
eign aid is the annual upkeep 
of the system of military alli- 
ances which was inaugurated 
under President Truman and 
has been extended and elabo- 
rated under Mr. Eisenhower. 

During the five years be- 
tween the end of the war and 
the Korean invasion only about 
one billion dollars and a half 


out of a total of 26 billion 
dollars went for direct military 
assistance. Most of the balance 


went for relief, rehabilitation 
and reconstruction.

Now it is different. In the six 
years after the Korean invasion, 
out of a total of 30 billion dol- 
lars of aid, 17 billion dollars.

and it is fair to add that a very | 


large proportion of the balance 
of economic aid has gone into 
indirect military assistance, 


Not Down the Drain. 


Thus for example in the cur- 
rent fiscal year Congress has 
appropriated 3.7 billion dollars 
of which all but $600,000,000— 
about 16 per cent—is military 
in purpose either in the form 
of military equipment or of 
economic support. What is 
more, a large proportion of the 
non-military aid is used for 
strategic and political purposes. 

There are three conclusions 
which we might draw. 

The first is that foreign aid, 
tremendous as it has been in 
dollars and in effort since the 


end of the war, cannot be shown 
by the facts to have gone “down 
' the 


drain” and to be nothing 
but an unending and self-per- 
petuating handout. 

The overwhelming bulk of 
our economic aid has gone for 
relief and war reconstruction. 
The countries we have helped— 
Europe and particularly our two 
former enemies, Germany and 
have made remarkable 
recoveries. This type of aid has 
now stopped completely. 

What we have now is military 
assistance, not assistance for 
reconstruction, rehabilitation or 
even for development. By its 
very nature military assistance 
tends to be at least partially a 
recurring demand, 


No Help for Have-Nots. 


The second conclusion is that 
we are not engaged on a large- 
scale program to promote the 
development of under- developed 
countries, 

There are some, 


mvself in- 


cluded, who think we ought to 
have such a large-scale program, 
and that it is essential to the 
working out of a happy accom- 
modation between East and 
West. But the fact is that we 
do not have such a program 
now, and it is time to stop fool- 


ing ourselves that 
one. 

If we wish to undertake a 
genuine and effective program, 
it will involve larger appropria- 
tions for foreign aid—though 
not much larger—rather than 
smaller, and it will require a 
long-term commitment. What 
we have now is primarily and 
overwhelmingly a program to 
subsidize our military alliances. 

This leads to the third con- 
clusion, which is that when we 
debate cutting out or cutting 
down drastically the foreign aid 
program, what we are really 
dealing with is the Eisenhower- 
Dulles foreign policy as they 
operate it. There is no way to 
separate the policy from the 
foreign aid, which is simply and 
almost solely the monev needed 
to make the policy work.

A two-man show by Warren 
Spaulding and William Sever- 
son at the Art-Mart galleries 
in Clayton offers an interesting 
combination of paintings and 
sculpture, both of imposing | 
dimensions. 


Spaulding, who teaches com- 
position at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts, has 
just concluded a one-man show 
at the Monday Club in Webster 
Groves. His paintings now on | 
view are, for the most part, a | 
different set of works, and a 
number of drawings are in- | 
cluded. 


Many of both categories of 
works were done or begun at | 
Stonington, Me. where the’ 
boat harbor, the boulders along 
the shore and the angular roof- 
tops repeatedly caught the 
painter's eye. The rocks are 
often seen not as rocks but as 
blocks of color and strangely 
wrought forms, as in his “View 
in Korea” and “Girl With 
Granite,” the latter a boulder- 
strewn shore with a sunbathing 
nude.

Around the corner of a bay 
in the gallery, the viewer comes 
upon “Summer Games,” which 
embodies social comment — a 
theme not seen around much 
any more. In an arrangement 
of arresting perspective § and 
foreshortening, a young man 
and woman are placed opposite 
each other at a table, the man 
seated. the woman reclining, 
filled glasses between them, and 
all these elements resolved with 
an immediacy that makes them 
seem almost to burst from the 
canvas. The painting is fur- 
ther developed with a _ back- 
ground grouping of figures at 
badminton, seen from a differ- 
ent perspective from that of 


the foreground désign. 


This disconcerting and robust 
presentation suggests that the 
world of man still has content 
bevond its purely sensual and 
visual manifestations, and it is 
rather stimulating to note that 
an artist can find himself chal 
lenced by it, especially at a 
summer resort 

Spaulding’s drawings reflect 
the meticulous care. that goes 
into his painting designs, for 
a couple of them are sketches 
and color notes for paintings 
“Stonington With John Hatch” 
is one of these, and the paint- 
ing made from it may be seen 
at the Artists’ Guild Watercol- 
or and Pastel Exhibition. ~ 

Severson’s 13 sculptures in- 
clude several pieces commis- 
sioned for offices and cther 
establishments about the St. 
Louis area, and several new 
ones. 

“Inca.” a low relief done for 
a physician's waiting room, is 
an aggregate mosaic—its large 
color areas formed of tinted 
mortar in which colored stone 
and glass are imbedded and 
brought to the surface. by 
washing and_ scrubbing’ the 
surface when it is nearly dry.

Another Nuclear Weapon Test 


By Russia Is Disclosed by AEC 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP) 
—The Soviet Union carried out 
another nuclear weapon test 


Wednesday, the Atomic Energy 
Commission announced today. 

There was no further infor- 
mation in a brief statement 
from AEC Chairman Lewis L. 
Strauss, except for identifica- 
tion of the blast as part of the 
series which Russia began last 
August. 

The announcement said 
simply: 


“The Soviet Union on April 


8, 1957, conducted another nu- | 


clear weapons test in its cur- 
rent series.” 

Britain made a similar an- 
nouncement. It was the first 
in more than a year in which 
both the United States and 
British governments gave word 
of new Russian tests to the 
world simultanously. The two 
governments last made such 
announcements at the same 
time on March 21, 1956. 

Seventh In Series. 

The new Russian explosion 
was the seventh Soviet test re- 
ported since the series began 
last August. The most recent

previous announcement came 
from the AEC March 9. 
time the atomic agericy report- 
ed the blast ‘“‘was in the range 
of size of their recent explo 
sions.” 

That indicated explosion of 
a relatively low-yield device. 
The original announcement of 
the test series told of an en- 
ergy release of “less than one 
megaton.” A megaton in atom- 
ic weapons language is the 
force of a million tons of T.N.T.

Medical care is very expensive and can be a heavy burden

neglecting to call for it

A child seems listless, 
irritable and refuses food 
that he usually takes with 
pleasure. It is plain that 
he is not feeling well. His 
mother takes his tempera- 
ture and it indicates fever. 
She thinks, “When I had 
that fever last month, 
when I had that cold, he 
gave me those capsules. 
Maybe I'd better give him

one and see what that does? 

Don’t. Unless the child is subject to the condition 
and the physician has instructed you in the treatment, 
don’t try to dose him. Don’t give a child medicine that 


the physician gave another member of the family. The 
symtoms may appear to be the same to you and they may 
be quite different in the eyes of the trained physician. 
eS ae 

MEDICINE is a profession that requires years of study 
and years of experience. The family doctor, familiar with 
the habits, the characteristics and attitudes of the family 
is the only one who should prescribe medicine. The re- 
sponsibility for that rests with him and nobody else should 
undertake it. It could be that the child needs no medicine. 

Did you ever stop to think that the child might be 
worrying himself sick about something? That can be. Fear 
makes children fll. A child overhearing a facetious remark 
can take it seriously and worry himself sick. A child can 
do something he knows is wrong and worry about that 
until he has a fever. Or he can just worry and be unable 
to say why even to himself, 


i 

IF, THEN, a child loses appetite, stays inside when he 
usually goes out to play, has a slight temperature, you 
should study him before dosing him. Think back over the 
last few days to learn whether there was something that 
went wrong in his day. Comfort him in any case. Assure 
him that you are concerned about him and are ready to 
help him. “A merry heart healeth good like a medicine.” 

Throw out medicine that is left after the patient is 
cured, It is not a good idea to use it again even for your- 
self unless you have been so instructed by the physician. 
Do-it-yourself does not apply to medical treatment so do 
be careful especially with the children. 
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The late Philippines Presi- 
dent Ramon Magsaysay’s closest 
associates believe he was over- 
come with an overpowering 
premonition of death months 
before his fatal plane ash 
March 17. Following is a 
of Magsaysay’s last days told by 
a correspondent who spent 
many hours with some dozen of 
these associates toe piece to- 
gether the details.

MANILA, April 5 (INS). 
646 HAVE so much to do for 
| my people and there is 
so little time.” 

An almost incredible series of 
personal episodes—and state- 
ments by him like the one above 
—makes it seem certain that 
President Ramon Magszysay was 
convinced ‘e was soon to die 
violently. 

He felt he was marked for 
death by assassination. He ac- 
cepted it almost philosophically. 

“Suddenly he became a man 
in a great hurry,” said his sen- 
ior military aide, Lt. Col. Emilio 
Borromeo. “Suddenly he acted 
like a man with not enough 
time to finish his job.” 

Magsaysay, a demigod to 22,- 
000,000 Filipinos, was killed 
shortly after 1 a.m. March 17 
when his plane crashed short- 
ly after taking off from Cebu 
City for Manila. Indications 
are that the crash was acciden- 
tal. Some of the men closest 
to Magsaysay will never believe 
this. 

Acting Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs Raul Manglapus holds, 
with others, that the threat of 
political assassination was s0 
great that sabotage can never 
be ruled out. 

His press secretary, J. V. 
Cruz, reported Magsaysay had 
said several times that “the 
only way they can beat me is 
to kill me.” He was referring 
to political opponents or to 
Communist Huks whom Magsay- 
say all but cleaned out while 
he was Secretary of Defense. 

One thing weighing heavily 
on his mind the morning he 
left for Cebu City to deliver 
commencement speeches was a 
recently-arrived death note that 
he had turned over to Col. Bo- 
rommeo. In looking through 
his last letters I saw this note. 
It was neatly typed in capital 
letters on airmail paper; it was 
bitterly prophetic. 

“Stop your re-election,” it 
said. “Give a chance to Laurel 
or Recto to be President of the 
Philippines because they were 
your backers in 1953. But if 
you will not hearken I will put 
you. to death. Hence you will 
go down from Malacanang in 
a coffin... .”

The two political figures in the 
letter, Senators Claro Recto 
and Jose Laurel Sr., although 
foes of Magsaysay, are men of 
stature and no suspicion at- 
taches to the fact they were 
mentioned. 

Magsaysay started showing 
signs last autumn of an almost 
religious preoccupation with 
death. While on a trip to Davao 
“the President talked about 
death so often that it alarmed 
others in his party,” said a 
diary of the trip in the Manila 
Chronicle. Oddly enough, the 
plane, flying back from Davao 
and piloted by Brig. Gen. Be- 
nito Ebuen, who also piloted 
the ill-fated plane from Cebu, 
ran into trouble and circled 
Manila for 45 minutes before 
it could land. 
“I always asked him to be 


that he could not afford to stop 
for a minute,” the widow said.

In Cebu City after a two-hour 
flight the President plunged 
into a typical frantic schedule 
that included three major 
speeches. He noted to a friend 
that two of the three previous 
Presidents of the Philippines 
Republic had died in office. 

Sitting down to dinner atthe 
home of Sergio Osmena Jr., the 
Mayor of Cebu City, he com- 
mented pointedly that there 
were 13 persons at the table. 

Then, shortly before 1 a.m.., 
he boarded his two-engined 
plane at the airfield. He noted 
he was the thirteenth person to 
board and bystanders at the 
ramp heard the remark.

Attractive 
Deep-Dish 
Pear Cake

T IS ALWAYS pleasant ta be 
able to look over our sup- 
plies of canned fruits and 
to decide which group to serve 
in its own form, or to make 
into a more elaborate dessert. 
Peaches, pears and pineanple 
will probably be used alter- 
nately. 

Because of their interesting 
shapes, pears are attractive for 
@ deep-dish cake that may be 
served with plain or whipped 
cream or with a custard sauce. 

Deep-Dish Pear Cake. 

One No. 2% gan pear halves, 
1% cups sifted flour, one tea- 
spoon baking powder, % tea- 
spoon salt, one cup sugar, %% 
teaspoon nutmeg, %4 cup butter, 
softened, one egg, 14 cup milk, 
one teaspoon vanilla, % cup 
pear syrup, three tablespoons 
butter, 42 cup brown sugar, 
one tablespoon dark corn syrup. 

Drain pear halves, reserving 
1% cup syrup and two pear 
halves for garnish. Slice re- 
maining pears into bottom of 
nine-inch pie pan or cake dish. 
Combine flour, baking powder, 
salt, one cup sugar and nut- 
meg, milk and vanilla. Beat un- 
til batter is smooth. Spread 
evenly over sliced pears. Mix to- 
gether pear syrup, three table- 
spoons butter, brown sugar and 
corn syrup in small saucepan 
and bring to a boil. Cook two 
minutes. Pour over top of cake 
batter and bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees F.) for 35 
minutes. Slice remaining pear 
halves into thirds and arrange 
slices on top of cake. Bake 10 
minutes longer. Serve warm 
with cream. Yield: six servings. 


Variation. 
Substitute canned each 
halves or pineapple for the 


pears in recipe for deep-dish 
pear cake. Use white instead 
of brown sugar in the sauce.

The co-feature, “KELLY AND ME,” has Van John- 
son as a ham vaudevillian who soars-into fame and riches 
because the dog in his act is built into another Rin-Tin-Tin 
in the movies. As usual in such stories Van gets the big- 
head and rides to a fall. This is much too predictable.

EAR MR. STEINCROHN: I have high blood pressure

drugs. My doctor says it is harmless, but I have a 
friend who took it and got so depressed he had to have 
electroshock treatments to cure him. What would you do 
in my case? MR. J. S. A. 

ANSWER: I have prescribed these Rauwolfa deriva- 
tives to hundreds of, patients without noticing such bad 
effects. However, I have been alert to reduce the dosage— 
or discontinue it altogether—whenever the patient began to 
show any untoward symptoms. 

Occasionally patients will ,become mentally depressed 
after taking Rauwolfia. They are tired, have fears or crying 
spells, are sleepless and sometimes have suicidal thoughts. 
However, most patients take the drug without difficulty. 

You can take it without fear provided you are under 
observation by your doctor.

Association to Conduct Series of Meetings to Inform Public of Vital Problems Involved

ENTAL illness has been 

called the nation’s No. 1 

health problem and _ sta- 
tistics seem to bear out this 
claim. These show there are 
more than 16,000,000 Ameri- 
cans, one in every 10, suffering 
from a mental or emotional dis- 
order, an increase in the one 
in every 16 ratio of a few years 
ago. About 750,000 persons are 
under care in mental hospitals 
now, as many patients as in all 
other hospitals combined, or, as 
a recent book by Mike Gorman 
graphically put it, “Every Other 
Bed” is occupied by someone 
with mental illness. 


“The mental health problem 
is unique,” says Dr. Milton 
Freedman, executive director of 
the Mental Health Association 
of St. Louis. “It’s not like can- 
cer or polio. It’s not an illness 
attacking a certain group of 
people. The problem of devel- 
oping good mental health and 
preventing the illness involves 
all of us.” 


As part of this nation-wide 
campaign to improve mental 
health and especially to inter- 
est volunteers in working in the 
field, the Mental Health Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis is conduct- 
ing a series of four weekly 
meetings, April 22 through May 
16, to acquaint more people with 
facts concerning mental health 
and mental illness. The series 
is free of charge, open to any- 
one who wishes to attend, but 
advance registration must be 
made by April 10, at the Mental 
Health Association office, 2] 
North Taylor avenue. 


“Our series is really a kind 
of orientation workshop,” says 
Mrs. Ruth Bowie, chairman. 
“It isn’t intended to give people 
a block of knowledge on why 
Johnny is a thumb sucker, nor 
it is intended to be a short 
condensed course in psychiatry. 
It ig meant to give the lay per- 
son some recognition of the 
problems, some knowledge of 
the facilities available, and, 
perhaps most important, some 
idea of how to recognize when 
a problem is serious and needs 
treatment and how to live with 
the problems which are not so 
serious.” 


“You might compare this to 
taking a tour of a commercial 
pakery,” Dr. John C. Glidewel! 
adds. “Such a tour might show 
people how bread is made and 
it wouldn't send them home 
with a recipe.”

attention, an important factor 
in a hospital where 1100 of the 
3500 patients never have family 
or friends visiting. Last year 
volunteers put in 18,000 hours 
at the hospital.

Partly 
also, it results from a consci- 
ous or unconscious imitation of 
British speech, since all these 
words are given the “long u” 
value by native-born English- 
men. 

For the same reasons, in- 
cidentally, you will find many 
dictionaries telling you that the 
final “y” has exactly the 


same 
sound as the “i” in the first 
syllable-—“citi” and “piti.” Ex- 
cept from the lips of speech 


teachers, I don't believe I have 
ever heard that terminal “‘y” 
sounded like a short “i.”

WELL, then, what of the fu- 
ture? Should we all undertake 
to revise our pronunciations so 
that they will conform to what 
a handful of phonetics experts 
tell us we should say? Must we 
begin intoning “citi, piti, syoot, 
and dyooti’’? Of course not. 

What must happen is that 
speech authorities come a little 
closer to grips with the realities 
of American speech today. It's 
not enough to bury in small 
type in the unread foreword of 
a dictionary (as Merriam does) 
the admission that 


“cultivated 
speakers in both England and 
America often suppress the 
first element of the long u, 


leaving oo alone.” This needs 
to be stated where the diction- 
ary user looks up the pronun- 
clation—in the main _entry.
